SACRAMENTO TO THE CONVENTION. 
Sacramento welcomes the Republican 
State Convention to-day heartily. Her 
citizens have arranged, they think, fair 
provision for the comfort of the delegates 
while here, and have made every prepara­ 
tion for meeting the expenses of the Con­ 
vention, as was promised in their behalf. 
Our visitors will find it worth their while 
to take some time from their hours of re­ 
cess aud visit the residence sections of Sac­ 
ramento. We can assure them that we 
have some forty-five miles of beautiful 
drives over which they will find it a pleas­ 
ure to spin; that of the homes of the city 
we have cause to be proud, and that for 
fine lawns, improved grounds and great 
numbers of small homes richly blessed as 
to location and attractiveness we need yield 
to none. 
The delegates will find also that the 
City’s Art Gallery is worthy of a day’s 
visit, that her public buildings, works and 
industries may well engage some of their 
attention, and that our business marts and 
fruit-shipping depots will prove worthy of 
their inspection. Outlying from the city, 
but within a short distance, the hop yards, 
fruit lands and gardens will well repay for 
the drive through them over good roads. 
Sacramento invited these gentlemen of 
the Convention to the Capital City in sin­ 
cerity, and all her people bid them hos­ 
pitable welcome. They honestly confess 
that they desired this visitation by repre­ 
sentative men fromall sections of the State, 
that some false impressions might be re­ 
moved, and that Sacramento may be judged 
fairly by men of experience and fair- 
mindedness. For they are confident that 
these witnesses will discover that the Capi­ 
tal City is so far from stagnating, that her 
bounds are extending, her commerce aug­ 
menting, her homes multiplying, her prop­ 
erty values not declining: that her peo­ 
ple are prosperous, contented and hospita­ 
ble, and that they are neither pen­ 
sioners upon State institutions or bodies, 
nor dependent upon other than legitimate, 
industrial, agricultural and commercial 
business. The proof of these things are, 
our people contend, at hand, and cannot be 
overlooked by any observant and impartial 
visitor. 
AN ILL-INFORMED CHAIRMAN. 
The Chairman of the Democratic State 
Convention of Iowa, at the session of that 
body on the 5th instant, spoke to the 
assemblage for three-quarters of an hour. 
As a curiosity McFall’s speech will take 
a foremost place. 
Among the really 
laughable things this gentleman said, and 
which the Convention loudly applauded) 
were these: “The Democratic party is the 
only national party in existence to-day.” 
Mr. McFall should be engaged at once to 
write the political history of the nation. 
Again: “The Democratic party de­ 
mands that the farmers of Iowa shall till 
the soil with untaxed implements.” Mr. 
McFall should have known long ago the 
Republican party secured that very thing 
for the farmer, and agricultural imple­ 
ments are to-day 33 per cent, lower in 
Iowa than in England. In another burst 
that brought down the house he declared 
that “The Democratic party believes that 
the Iowa corn-grower is entitled to as 
much protection as the Pennsylvania steel 
manufacturer.” He did not know, it is 
charitable to assume, that the Republican 
tariff measure really gives the corn-grower 
more protection than the steel manufact­ 
urer, if reductiou of the rate on steel and 
increase of the rate on corn and wheat 
means anything. 
Again this Chairman of a State Conven­ 
tion declared that “The Republican party 
is the party of a section, and when its 
procession moves the band plays ‘March­ 
ing Through Georgia.’” It appears to 
have escaped the memory of the Chair­ 
man that the chief vitality of the Re­ 
publican party was in its inception de­ 
rived from its national character, and that 
its chief labor has been, and is, to make 
and maintain the union of States a nation, 
without sectional distinction. 
Gentlemen who assume the high posi­ 
tions of chairmen of State political bodies 
ought to inform themselves upon the his­ 
tory aüd laws of their country.

DUCKWORTH HELD. 
His Case W ill Have to be Passed Upon 
by a Jury- 
The preliminary examination of A. A. 
Duckworth on’two charges of assault with 
intent to commit mnrder occupied most of 
the day in the Police Conrt yesterday. 
J. H. McPherson, who swore to one of 
thecomplaints against Duckworth,took the 
stand and related the story of Duckworth’s 
assault last Friday morning in front of the. 
State House Ho'el, substantially as was 
published in the Recobd Union at the 
time. 
William Tyler, who swore to the other 
complaint, proved to be a remarkable wit­ 
ness. His testimony, instead of beiDg 
against Duckworth, was decidedly in his 
favor. He did not know wby he had sworn 
to a complaint against the prisoner, and his 
only explanation was that he had been 
drinking. 
Duckworth, the defendant, was placed 
upon the stand at ibe afternoon session and 
about half an hour was consumed in ex­ 
amining him. He swore that be was of a 
very nervous disposition, and although he 
had been od the best of terms with Mc­ 
Pherson, the latter repeatedly insulted 
him—once when he was in the company of 
a lady. Just previous to the alleged’as- 
sault made by him he was standing in 
front of the State House when McPherson 
called him in and made a nasty remark. 
One word led to another and he aud Mc­ 
Pherson grappled with each other. Tyler 
attempted to separate the two. and while 
endeavoring to do so Duckworth claims he 
broke away aud aimed a blow at McPher­ 
son with bis penknife. Tyler got in the 
way of It and was cut in the arm. 
In reference to the assault on McPher­ 
son, the witness said he went to his room, 
intending to go to bed, but be became so 
nervous that he was compelled to get up 
and go down stairs for a drink. He 
knew McPherson would be there in the 
barroom, and fearing an assault, he armed 
himself with a razor and ventured torth. 
He walked up to the bar and called for a 
drink, and, at the same time, McPherson 
addressed him with the remark, “That 
was a pretty slash you eave Tyler, wasn’t 
it?”“Yes,” replied Duckworth, “but it was 
intended for you, you 
.” 
At this McPherson got up and started 
towards the witness, when the latter 
grabbed a whisky bottle and hurled it at 
him. Tne two rushed out onto the side­ 
walk, and, the witness claimed, McPherson 
started after him with a knife. They both 
ran for some distance, when McPherson 
caught up with the witness, and the latter 
then pulled the razor and commenced 
carving. 
Judge Bncklev reviewed both the cases, 
and held the defendant to answer on both 
charges. Bail was fixed in the sum of 
$1,000. The Judge said there was no ques­ 
tion but that Duckworth was guilty ot the 
assault on McPherson, and, according to 
law, he was also guilty of assaulting Tyler, 
although he might not have intended to 
injure the latter. He was as guilty of this 
charge as a man would be guilty of mur­ 
der who fired into a crowd aud killed an 
innocent party.

In seventeen of the States 
there are constitutional provisions prohib­ 
iting the Legislatures from chartering lot 
teries or gift enterprises; in ten others the 
legislature can do so only by a two-thirds 
vote, and in eight others the law prohibits 
lotteries. But such is the sentiment of the 
people of the day on this question that it 
can be guaranteed that no Legislature) 
save the one named, would have the cour­ 
age to vote against the pro{>osed amend 
ment. Certainly the lottery people have 
not money enough with which to buy up 
the Legislatures of fourteen States, as they 
would have to do to defeat the amend 
ment.

W h ile two or three California papers 
still insist upon the use of the word “elec 
trocution,” it is noteworthy that all the 
best Eastern newspapers speak of Kemm- 
ler’s execution as an “electrical execu­ 
tion,” which is proper. A few use the 
word “electricized,” not a good word, hut 
far superior to electrocution, for which 
there is not a solitary reason, and which 
is utterly meaningless.

To the Republican State 
Conveation. 


In a few hours those who have been selected 
by the Republicans of the State to assemble in 
the Capitol building as a Republicau State Con­ 
vention, for the purpose of outlining a policy and 
nominating state officers, the material of such 
selection to be representative of that policy, 
have a great and most important duty to fulfill. 
Upon its conclusions will rest the success or de­ 
feat of the Republican pat ty of California, ata 
time when success is akin to religion in itseffect 
for good and its future prosperity. Of course, 
on the eve of a great undertaking like that of 
the character alluded to in this, there will be 
those who will grow restless under disinterested 
advice and suggestion, and decline, if not alto­ 
gether refuse, to listen or accept that which is 
presented, iu order to save irom and not con­ 
tribute to destruction. 5 ever before in the his­ 
tory of the Republican party did it require a 
store thorough system oi compactness than 
now. It cannot aflbrd to be threatened even, as 
to such a condition of affairs, much less to lose 
a single man or platoon of men, by reason of 
dissatisfaction caused by a course of procedure 
that indicates that blind demands shall be pre­ 
ferred to the attrihutes of reason and consider­ 
ation. No man is superior to his party. It has 
been said there have been men stronger than 
their party: if such a result is of record the in­ 
tervening time has been of such a length that 
in approaching the last evidence of such a posi­ 
tion the first is positively lost sight of. What 
gives a man strength 
but his party? 
He becomes great simply by affiliation and 
the political meat he feeds on, which, as a Re­ 
pub. icau, in this instance, he receives at the 
Republican table. It is the strength which 
party affiliation, the purity aod honesty of the 
principles enunciated and advocated, absolute 
loyalty to those principles, fearlessness in their 
presentation, and the eloquence in which such 
obligation is clothed, that contiibutes to make 
men great. In political life honors are not 
easy, for the reason that more, many more, 
men are honored by their party than contribute 
to elevate the party whose staudard they have 
carried and again desire to uphold in the lead 
of the great procession of party fealty and dig­ 
nity. No one man has the tight to say that he 
is the only one who possesses the proper qualifl. 
cations to lead to success, not his, but the party 
he affiliates with. What if he should die? 
Would the party shroud its colors, and say “our 
mission is ended, let us be buried with our 
dead ?” That might be the result if the dead 
clay was more animate than its old association; 
but as the party was the strongest, the dead 
would be given decent bur al, and alter the re­ 
quiem was sung, the body lowered and the 
clods of the valley covered the spot, the colors 
of the party would be again u-,furled to the 
breeze, and the band which on its way to the 
sepulchre plays the “Dead March In Saul,” 
would return playing exhilarating music. No 1 
we again say. 
No man is stronger than

sented for your 
consideration at this 
time, for the reason the party has been con. 
fronted with the proposition that unless a certain 
man is nominated at your hands lor Governor a 
disastrous defeat awaits the organization: on the 
contrary, you should be advised that should you 
nominate s.certain man for Governor a like result 
awaited your determination. No part or section 
of the State should, through its representatives 
be permitted to come before your body and en­ 
deavor to enforce recognition, through false 
promises as to power to sway the voting mate­ 
rial of the party, or by reason of local situation 
and influences. A kite is formed of three very 
important component parts—the kite itself, the 
tail, which is intended to steady the kite, aud 
the string, keep.ng both in position, as dictated 
by the will and inclination ot the one holding 
the striog. The kite in this instance Is the nomi­ 
nee lor Governor; the tail, those compo-iug the 
remainder of the ticket nominated with him. 
and the string the leaders of the party holding 
the combination steady so as to impress the 
voters of the State. In the present condition of 
party afiairs, the Republican kite, tail and string 
must all be of the strongest character; they 
must be the j>eer of each other—or, in plain 
parlance, each and every nominee must be 
as strong as the other. An improper man 
pieced at the head of the ticket will swamp 
the whole structure, and in that whir pool of de­ 
struction the entire Repub! icau legislative ticket 
may he engulfed, which may endanger the elec­ 
tion of a United States Senator and a fair and 
impartial apportionment of the State. Tra­ 
dition informs us that in a political contest 
it is impossible to destroy the kite, without 
losing the tail, the string and the one holding 
the striDg. The head of the ticket will always 
be the impetus by and through which a party 
is successful or defeated. For the reasons, 
therefore, just stated, we urge upon the mem 
bers of the Republican State Convention not to 
nominate H. li. Markham ot Los Angeles for 
Governor of this State. The prime reason is: 
Should he be nominated, the party would go to 
a humiliating deleat under his leadership. An­ 
other reason is such nomination would not be 
creditable to the organization. It is always a 
difficult matter in political times to hold the at­ 
tention oi men for a sufficient length of time to 
consider the objections urged against the pur 
suit of a certain line of conduct. Different 
motives are ascribed to such objections and the 
real cause of disseDt is never considered. A 
wave ot the hand, with the remark "The oppo­ 
sition is personal and factional, and, therefore, 
should not be entertained," will not do at this 
time. The Convention may propose but the 
people will dispose. Charges of a disgraceful 
Character have for months been made against 
the caudida'e named in this, and in the most 
ptihlic manner. Up to this writing there never 
has been a denial of a single one of them, and 
for the purpose of information, and iu order 
that your memories may be refreshed ,n regard 
to them, a formulation ot such charges will be 
made in this: 
1. II H. Markham represents himself to be a 
Colonel, whereas he has never filled such ca­ 
pacity, cither as an army officer, in the militia 
or on a staff. He never rose higher than a Sec­ 
ond Lieutenant, and this is not urged in dis­ 
paragement of such grade, and could not be 
with the memory of Ellsworth and Cushing 
fresh in our mind, but to exhibit in its true 
light the character of the man who would tie 
guilty of such palpable deception, in order to 
secure a prominence and a support to which he 
was not entitled, going so far as to write the 
prefix of “Colonel” to his name on the letter 
heads of the Veterans’ Home at Santa Monica. 
2. lie did not become a registered voter of 
California until 1884, registering at Los Angeles, 
on the ground that he was a resident of Mil­ 
waukee, Wisconsin, aDd intended to return 
there and reside. 
3. He dni Dot join the Loyal Legion of Cali­ 
fornia until December 17,1889, having done so 
tole/y for political purposes. 
4. He did not join the G. A. R. until 129 days 
since, having joined the association only lor 
political Purposes and to give him a standing 
at the G. A. R. Encampment at San Jose, which 
was held a few days after he joined. His object 
was well understood at the time, for on that 
occasion, when General Alger, Mrs. Logan and 
other dignitaries were on the platform, and the 
ceremonies were going on, he demanded the 
services and support of General \V. H. L. 
Barnes to ail him in his gubernatorial aspira­ 
tions. 
5. in Congress he was a bitter and open enemy 
of the mining interests of California, and did all 
that he could to secure the passage of the 
amendment to a bill before the House o' Rep­ 
resentatives, appropriating $10,000 wherewith to 
jterMCute and unnoy the miners of the State, and 
depriving hundreds and thousands of men of 
the meam of suppjrt for themselrcs and fami­ 
lies. 
6. He took purchased specimens of gold to 
Milwaukee, representing they were from a mine 
he desired to sell, when in fact such mine was 
non producing. and upon such fraudulent rep­ 
resentation, sold such mine, realizing many 
thousands of dollars. 
7. For this he was sued by Dr. George B. 
Miner, of 119 W'iscousin street. Milwaukee, for 
restitution, in a Superior Court of the State- 
Fearing to go to trial on the merits of the case, 
he pleaded the “baby act ’ or rather his constitu­ 
tional right as a member of Congresj to be ex­ 
empt from such proceedings, and caused the 
suit to be transferred to the United States Cir­ 
cuit lor the Milwaukee or Eastern District. II3 
was afterwards compelled to pay Dr. Miner 
S3 U00 in settlement of the fraud he practised 
upon him. 
8 He defraude 1 hisnarlncrs. and mercilessly 
so, in a mining transaction, as set forth in a

brought by this law firm against Marklum, in 
which BtU. Hallock was plaintiff, a judgment 
of 81,50) was obtained, which judgment has not 
as yet been satisfied. If there had been no 
fraud, no robbery of partners, how could a 
judgment have been obtained ? Why being un­ 
satisfied may arise irom the fact that there is 
nothing tangible held in the defendant’s name 
wherewith to satisfy a judgment, whatever the 
amount might be. 
9. The Hon. Stephen M. White in 168t, in the 
Los Angeles Dtmocral, published a bitter aud 
denunciatory letter against H. H. Markham, 
charging him with fraud, dishonesty, and de­ 
frauding his partners, and urging upon the peo­ 
ple not to vote for Markham lor the reasons set 
forth in his letter, and which were never denied. 
Mr. White also charging him with not register­ 
ing as a voter of the S,ate until 1881. 
10. Markham is in favor of a division of the 
State, which, outside of every other considera­ 
tion, should defeat him in his aspirations for a 
Gubernatorial nomination before the Republi­ 
can State Convention, which organization is 
emphatically representative ot opjjosition to 
secession, of whatever nature ami kind it may 
be, and particularly in connection with the 
States of the Union. 
11. He has been guilty of a grtss deception to 
his party followers and those who have enlisted 
in his behalf, iu the fact that while ostensibly a 
candidate for Governor, he proceeded to Wash­ 
ington about six weeks since, sayiltg be was 
making the journey in the interest of the Veter­ 
ans' Home at Santa Monica, but instead he then 
aud there presented himself as a candidate for 
Appraiser-General as against his friend H. Z. 
Osborne, of the Los Angeles Expreee, which 
journal was making a gallant fight (or him, and 
with his [Markham's] lull knowledge and coa' 
sent, was, through Hon. William Vaudever, 
member of Congress from the Sixth Congres­ 
sional District, the gentleman who, in obedi­ 
ence to the demands ot his constituents of Los 
Angeles, introduced a bill into Congress favor­ 
ing a division of the State, presented to the 
President of the United States, for the 
position named; failing to secure it, he 
returned to California and re-entered the 
lists for the Gubernatorial nomination. Had 
this dishonorable trickster refrained from 
taking part in the Appraiser contest, Mr. Os. 
borne would have received the appointment. 
12. A suit is now pending in the United States 
Circuit Court at Los Angeles, brought by the 
law firm of Lee, Wells it Guthrie, In the name 
of John P. Sanborn vs. H. H. Markham. C. H. 
Bradley, E. P. Johnson, Walter Vandever, S. F- 
Raymond and the San Gabriel Valley Land 
Company, for an accounting, on the ground of 
conspiracy between Markham and one Burb&nk, 
to rob, defraud and swindle, the amount for 
whieh the suit has been insti uted being $22,* 
000. The complaint being very lengthy cannot 
be nsed here now, but the records of the Court 
and an appeal to the law firm interested will be 
the means of securing the requited informa­ 
tion. 
These objections to the nomination of Mark­ 
ham are not personal by any manner of means, 
but entirely in the interest of the Republican 
party, and it no other consideration should 
prompt the party leaders and advisers not to 
permit his nomination, the mere fact that every 
Democrat in the State, backed by the great and 
strong support of the Examiner, their leading 
politicalorgan, being strong in his favor, should 
be sufficient to prompt them to look before they 
leap. The Democratic party, through individ. 
uals and their organs, are making Markham's 
fight, and he seeking a Republican nomi­ 
nation 
from a Republican organization 
for the 
high position of Governor of 
the 
Slate. 
No man, 
however 
promi­ 
nent he may be, has a claim upon hi. parly lor 
consideration. No man. whatever his services 
may have been, has a right to demand reeogui. 
tion from his party or to receive oue jot or tittle 
more of political consideiation than his party is 
willing to give him; and ‘.hat section of the 
State demanding place and power by reason of 
such sectionalism should be stri ken from the 
map of party boundaries. There are two promi- 
ueut considerations that prompt men to become 
paritzans. First, the principles represented in 
the association; the last for the gathering of po­ 
litical loot. The man who represents a political 
principle from a purely disinterested standpoint 
is wor.hy of the highest consideration: the one 
who sleeps when the sea is calm and only 
awakens wh»n he hears the roar of the break­ 
ers and sees the swilt-drifling wreck making its 
way through the troubled waters, and is rejoiced 
in the fact there is wreckage in it for him, Ls 
more deadly than a cancerous growth, the latter 
consuming time in its fearful effect, while the 
former simply strangles the victim off-hand. 
Let the Republican state Convention stamp its 
f ot solidly down upon the repulsive term of the 
politic it wrecker. Rtid let it uphold the prin-

THE RESULT OF THE CONVENTION 
STILL IN DOUBT. 
IS 


M arkham and M orrow M en E ach C laim ­ 
ing th e P rize—B ut th e O ther C an­ 
didates A re N ot Idle. 


All day yesterday the crowd of perspir­ 
ing delegates surged back and forth 
through the hotel coiridors and buzzed 
and button-holed one another in the in­ 
terest of their respective candidates. The 
Markham men, while insisting that their 
favorite for Gubernatorial honors was cer­ 
tain to capture the prize, lost no oppor­ 
tunity to secure a vote wherever one could 
be had, and so it was with the Morrow 
workers. General Chipman came to the 
city in the forenoon and established him­ 
self at the Capital Hotel, where he received 
many callers throughout the day. L U.Ship- 
pee, another of the Gubernatorial candi­ 
dates, is also at the Capital Hotel, and re­ 
ceived a number of callers at his rooms. 
Frank L. Coombs, of Napa, unlike the 
other candidates for the first place on the 
ticket, was conspicuous among the moving 
throng on the streets, while his friends 
mrged his claims upon incoming delegates. 
The Morrow workers yesterday morning 
suspended a large banner across the street 
between the Golden Eagle and Capital Ho­ 
tels, on which is printed in large letters: 
“Headquarters of W. W. Morrow.” “On 
guard in Washington for California’s In­ 
terests.” Phil Crimmins, E. Curtis, and a 
few other friends of Morrow, occupy the 
latter’s headquarters at the Golden Eagle 
and are laboring hard for their man. 
The noon train from San Francisco and 
other places brought many delegates to the 
city, and gave those who had been working 
on one another fresh material on which to 
operate. 
C. F. Bassett, S. K. Thornton and one or 
two other Markham adherents who were 
yesterday referred to in these columns as 
being in the interest of Morrow, wish it 
understood that the same was a mistake. 
They are for Markham first, last and all the 
time. 
Several new candidates came to the front 
yesterday. Among the latest booms is one 
that has sprung up in the interest of ex­ 
Mayor E. J. Gregory, of this city, for Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor. Efforts had been made 
to have Gregory enter the lists for either 
Secretary of State or Railroad Commis­ 
sioner, but neither of these propositions 
was agreeable to him. It is understood, 
however, that he will accept the second 
place on the ticket, if tendered him. 
W. A. Anderson, of this city, has also 
come to the front as a candidate for Mem­ 
ber of the State Board of Equalization from 
the Second District. His friends ¡claimed 
that he was making a strong push for the 
place, and that his chances for the nomi­ 
nation were good. 
Drury Melone came up from San Fran­ 
cisco at noon yesterday. He ¡3 a delegate 
from the Palace Hotel district in that city. 
Mr. Melone had not been in the city half 
an hour before he was grasped warmly by 
the hand by a man whom he did not know, 
but who had a badge of some kind pinned 
to his coat. The alleged delegate fairly 
trembled from the force of his enthusiasm. 
“ You’ve got it! You've got it! The 
thing’s dead sure!” he exclaimed, as be 
shook the ex Secretary’s hand. “ Got 
what?” asked Melone. “ Why, the Gov­ 
ernorship—it’s all right—every thing’s fixed! 
But say. let me have a nickel—I’m awful 
thirsty!” It was the first time in his life 
that Melone failed to find words to express 
his feelings; but the look he gave the fel­ 
low was enough, and the latter sneaked off 
in search of a more pliable subject. 
Congressman De Haven went about with 
a smile on bis face yesterday, and when 
asked what his chances were for the Su­ 
preme Bench, replied that they looked as 
bright as he could wish. 
W. E. McEwen is here for the Examiner. 
Senator Megowan of Humboldt is here 
making a strong fight for DeHaven for As­ 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court. 
The friends of Senator Bowers of San 
Diego are doing effective work for him in 
his efforts to secure the nomination for 
Congress in the Sixth District. 
The conference of friends of the Guber­ 
natorial candidates last night agreed upon 
J. C. Campbell of San Joaquin for Chair­ 
man of the Convention. There were fifteen 
votes in the conference, and Campbell re­ 
ceived eight votes to seven for Elwood 
Brnner ot this city. 
H. M. Wood is here as the representative 
of the Alta, and Emil J. F. Burgh is here 
for the California Democrat. 
There were all sorts of rumors afloat 
last night concerning the status of the Gu­ 
bernatorial fight. The Markham men re­ 
fuse to yield an inch, and declare that he 
will be the man. One report was that sev­ 
eral prominent adherents of Morrow bad 
gone over to Markham, including George 
A. Knight, and that the latter would place 
the Los Angeles candidate in nomination. 
It was said last night that the Sacramento 
delegation was almost a unit for Morrow. 
Friends of General Chipman believe that 
there will be a dead-lock for several ballots, 
after which delegations will break to their 
man. especially thoseof the southern coun­ 
ties. Similar claims are made by the 
friends of Coombs, and several of them 
declare that the name of the Native Son 
of Napa and of the Golden West will 
adorn the head of the State ticket. 
William Beckman, of this city, the well- 
known banker, is a very prominent figure 
in the fight for Railroad Commissioner. 
The Sacramento delegation is behind him. 
and his friends claim that his fight is as 
good as won. 
The candidates for the short term as As­ 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court are 
Judge George A. Nourse, of Fresno, and 
Congressman De Haven, of Humboldt. 
The former is said to have heavy support 
from the south and in San Francisco and 
other bay counties, besides a few from the 
north. The southern delegates claim that 
their section is entitled to one of the 
Justices. De Haven’s candidacy is said tn 
be complicated by the fact that his county 
has a candidate for Railroad Commissioner 
whose claims are being urged. For all 
that, he has friends who are working hard 
for him. 
The friends of Chief Justice Beatty, who 
will present his name for nomination for 
Chief Justice, are hotly indignant over 
what they denounce “a fraud and an impo­ 
sition.” A day or two ago an open letter 
was advertised in the San Francisco papers 
addressed to Ralph C. Harrison, of that 
city, asking him to become a candidate for 
nomination for Chief Justice. It was 
signed by a great many business men and 
lawyers, among them some of the warmest 
friends of Judge Beatty. Yesterday and 
last night letters and telegrams from San 
Francisco were received by the letter's 
friends, from some of the alleged sign­ 
ers, saying they had never signed 
the letter, and from others that they had 
signed for Mr. Harrison to be a candidate 
for Associate Justice. The friends of Judge 
Beatty say that they have positive evidence 
of fraud in the matter, but they disclaim 
charging that Mr. Harrison had any 
knowledge of, or part in it. They say that 
whenever a person was asked to sign the 
open letter, and he objected to the words 
‘Chief Justice," he was asked to write op­ 
posite his name “Associate Justice," or “A. 
J.” This was done, but when the list wss 
published, "A. J.” and “Associate Justice” 
were omitted, thus committing the signers 
to a petition for Mr. Harrison for the Chief 
Justiceship. They add also that the name 
of Senator J. G. Fair and of a large number 
of Democrats appear in the list. The mat­ 
ter was one of the chief topics of con vers i- 
tion last evening, and by Judge Beatty’s 
supporters was denounced in unmeasured 
terms. 
E. II. Clough is here dishing up Conven­ 
tion gossip for the Oakland Times. 
The Bulletin is represented by its exper­ 
ienced staff correspondent, George Squires. 
l’aris Kilburn, Surveyor of the Port of 
San Franci-co, joined the Markham 
brigade last night. He and General J. F. 
Sheehan make a strong pulling team. 
The many Sacramento friends of ex Sec­ 
retary of State Melone extended him a 
warm greeting on his arrival yesterday. 
Mr. Melone was long a resident of Sacra­ 
mento and feels qnite at home here. He 
has not yet decided who he will support in 
the Convention for Governor. 
The Alameda delegation caucussed last 
evening. For Governor 115 votes were cast 
for Morrow. 7 for Markham, and 1 for 
Chipman. The sense of the meeting stood 
36 for Beatty for Chief Justice, and 2 against. 
F o r Associate Justice Fox got 27, against 
him 4, not voting II.

State School Census. 
Ira G. Hoitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, reported to the StateController 
on Saturday that (he number of pupils en­ 
rolled in the grammar-school conrseschools 
of the State during last school year is 
3,558, and the total number of census chil­ 
dren between the agea of 5 and 17 yeare 
281.319. being an increase in this State over 
1889 of 6,017.

The Board of Police Commissioners were 
to have sentenced officer Stafford yesterday 
morning, bat action was postponed until 
Wednesday. Judge Buckley wanted the 
matter deferred till then. He had reasons 
for not being ready, and moved that the 
Board meet again on Wednesday. It was 
so ordered.

Ke<l B lair F air. 
The first annual meeting of the Tehama 
County Agricnltural Association will take 
place on the 19.h. 20th, 21st. 22d and 23d 
of this month. A fine racing programme 
has been arranged for each day, and the 
fair is likely to prevea very interesting 
one. 


All three members of the Board of City 
Trustees were present at the regular meet­ 
ing yesterday, Trustee Wolf and Clerk 
McKee looming up in high spirits after a 
sojourn of a week or more in Snta Cruz, 
The Water Works report was taken up 
first and it showed that 44,170,000 gallons 
of water had been pumped during the 
week ending August 10th. 
The running time of the Holly engine 
was 40 hours, and the Stevens 159 hours. 
C. A. Luhrs addressed the Board and 
complained that a horse was ranning loose 
in the neighborhood of Thirteenth and P 
streets, and he had heard that the animal 
belonged to the Poundmatter. He thought 
some one ought to institute snit against 
that official for his conduct in permitting 
horses, and especially those belonging to 
him, to run loose in the streets. No action 
was taken. 
Isaac Joseph appeared as attorney for the 
property owners in the block bounded by 
Fifth and Sixth. J and K streets, and asked 
the Board whether or not it proposed to 
pay one-iourth of the cost of improving 
the alley in the block. The work had been 
done since the 1st of January, and accord­ 
ing to the ordinance recently passed by the 
Board the property owners were entitled to 
the rebate. He claimed that the avenue 
f>r alley was, in the real sense of the word, 
a street, and all alleys are streets, and ac­ 
cording to the ordinance the city would 
have to pay a share of the cost of improv­ 
ing every alley. 
V. S. McClátchy said he was not inter­ 
ested in the matter brought up by Mr. Jo­ 
seph, but he wanted to say a word or two 
to the Board. He was a member of the 
Improvement Association and took an ac­ 
tive part in having the ordinance passed 
He could say that the intention of the As­ 
sociation at that time was that only streets 
and not alleys were included in the ordi­ 
nance. The matter was fully discussed at 
the time and it was decided that alleys 
were not really public thoroughfares and 
tor the convenience of the traveling public, 
but simply for the property owners, that 
they might reach the rear of tbeir stores or 
stables. 
Mr. Joseph said that if the Board did Dot 
pay a part ot the expense of grading the 
alleys in question he would see that noth­ 
ing was paid out for street work either. He 
would go to law about it. 
The Trustees were not ready to act on 
the matter and it was laid over for one 
week. 
Elijah Comstock made complaint about 
the manner in which M street, from Nine­ 
teenth to Twenty-third, was being sprin­ 
kled. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr 
appeared before the Board in company 
with Mr. Kinney, of the State House, to 
explain that Mr Campbell's charges that 
Starr turned cesspool work over to Con­ 
tractor Lewis were false. Mr. Kinney said 
that Mr. Starr had been to the State House 
and examined the cesspool, but made no 
suggestion or order that the work should 
be done by any particular contractor. 
Harbormaster N. A. Kidder submitted a 
report showing the condition of the water 
front with regard to the amount of wood 
and lumber that was piled thereon. The 
report says, among other things, that while 
the receipts have greatly increased from 
year to year, the space for discharging 
lumber upon the levee has lessened iu a 
corresponding degree. Formerly all lum­ 
ber arrived by sailing vessels with cargoes 
varying from 50,000 to 100,000 feet. Since 
the sailing vessels have ceased coming to 
Sacramento, transportation is by barges, 
which are laden with from 150,000 to 300,­ 
000 feet of lumber, and this great amount 
at times causes the lumber space to be 
filled up, and then there is encroaching on 
the street. 
The Harbormaster was instructed to 
strictly enforce the ordinance requiring the 
collecting of levee dues. 
Permission was granted George Landon 
to raise the sidewalk in front of the south 
half of lot eight in the block bounded by F 
and G, Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets. 
The City Scavenger presented a bill for 
buryiog a dead horse, but the Board re­ 
fused to allow the same, believing that the 
owner of ¡the animai ought to pay for bury­ 
ing it. 
A bill of $40 for the services of G. P. 
Putnam in assisting the Licence Collector 
in collecting licenses for the month of July 
was allowed, but not before Trustee Wolf 
gave the Board to understand that it was 
allowing the collector what the Water 
Works Clerk wasj refused. They took a 
clerk from the latter office and then turn 
about and hire one for the other depart­ 
ment.

E. K. Alsip introduced to the Board J. 
H. Henry, the owtoer of the San Jose 
electric railway, and stated that the Central 
Electric Company were going to sell their 
road to Mr. Henry, provided the Board 
would allow him to operate the road by 
electricity, and the pole system. 
Mr. Henry addressed the Board and in a 
few words explained his intentions. He 
would want six months’ time to equip the 
road and would endeavor to do so before 
the rainy season set in. He owned the 
San Jose road, and also one in Santa Clara, 
and he invited the Board to go to the 
former place at his expense and examine 
thoroughly into the system. There was 
no doubt but that it was a success. 
Mr. Henry then read an intended amend­ 
ment which he wished made to the old 
ordinance, and Mayoi Comstock then read 
a letter of recommendation from Mayor S. 
N. Rucker, of San Jose, commending the 
system and stating that it was a complete 
success in that city. 
The motion was laid over for one week. 
City Expert Devlin submitted a state­ 
ment of the fund balances of the Auditor 
and Treasurer and a list of the unpaid 
warrants outstanding against each fund; 
also a statement showing all the errors 
made in the different funds by the Au­ 
ditor and Treasurer during two years 
from April 1, 1888. to April, 1890, it being 
two years since the fund9 were balanced. 
The errors are slight aod the suggestions 
are made that the books be balanced every 
three months and that the Auditor have 
an assistant. 
The Board took a recess until 3:30 p. m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the afternoon session Isaac Joseph, 
attorney for the proprrtv-owners in the 
block bounded by Fifth and Sixth, J and 
K streets, produced an abstract from the 
Recorder’s office showing that on July 16. 
1849, Peter Burnett deeded to the city of 
Sacramento the north twenty feet of lots 5, 
6, 7 and 8 in that block, the same to be 
used as a public street. This deed, he 
claimed, clearly showed that the alley was 
a street, and one fourth of the cost of im­ 
proving the same should be paid by the 
city.Ño action wns taken by the Board. 
Joe Josephs, who keeps a saloon at 1108 
Second street, appeared before the Board 
in response to a call to answer charges 
which had been made by citizens, that he 
was conducting a disorderly bouse. 
Joseph wanted a continuance, but as 
there were nine or ten witnesses present 
the Board decided that the investigation 
should proceed. 
Mr. Fratt, George Parker. C. L. Smith, 
H. P. Winchell. E. P. Figg, A. YVeinrich 
and others testified that the saloon was 
conducted in a noisy manner, and that on 
several occasions they had seen riotous 
scenes and very often disreputable women 
entering the place. 
Some of the witnesses said they were 
kept awake at night on accoant of the 
noise and mnsic, and often the place was 
not closed until long after midnight. It 
was also opened on Sunday morning. 
Joseph wanted to bring witnesses in his 
defense, but the Board did not want to 
hear any more testimony. The roll was 
called and it was ordered that the license 
be revoked. 
There proved to be nothing in the 
charges made by Mr. Campbell, the cess 
pool cleaner, against Sanitary and Building 
Inspector Starr. Campbell claimed that 
Starr was in collusion with one Lewis, a 
vault-cleaner, and that he directed the 
latter to call at bouses where he (Starr) had 
ordered people to empty their cesspools. 


Several C om m ittees 
A bolished, and 
O thers O rdered C onsolidated. 
The Improvement Association met last 
evening at Justice Baker's office. In the 
absence of the President L. L. Lewis took 
the chair, and C. W. Baker acted as Secre­ 
tary. Dr. J. H. Parkinson, President of 
the Committee on the Revision of the 
Standing Committees, submitted a report 
making the following recomenilations, 
which were adopted: Tnat the committees 
on filling China Slough and repairing the 
wharves and sheds upon the city front, on 
driveways and county roads and beautifying 
the same, on public officers and the man­ 
ner in which they perform their services, 
on division of large trac's of land in .the 
county for the use of actual settlers, on 
irrigation for the county, on bonded debt 
and taxation, and on permanent exhibition 
of resources of Centra! and Northern Cali­ 
fornia, be abolished; 
that the com­ 
mittees 
on 
opening, 
grading and 
improving the streets, and the one 
on 
shade 
trees 
and 
improving 
the sidewalks be consolidated; tbat a 
standing committee of one only be ap­ 
pointed on the objects named in commit­ 
tees Nos. 2 3, 4. 6, 8. 10, 11, 15 aud 16; that 
each committee of one shall consider him­ 
self as wholly responsible for the subjects 
in his charge, and all details connected 
therewith ; and that when action is taken 
at his request he will be assisted bv the 
Executive Committee and mepibers of the 
Association ; also that all subjects not pro­ 
vided for will best be met by the appoint­ 
ment of special committees. 
F. R. Dray spoke at length upon the 
question of street improvement, and also 
on the point as to whether or not the alley 
between Fifth and Sixth, J and K streets, 
could be considered a street. Although 
twenty feet had been deeded from the 
north end of the four lots in the south half 
of the block, still he could not see that 
there was any right to combine this twenty 
feet with the rest of the alley and call it a 
street.

Y esterday’s W eather. 
The Signal Service temperature at 5 a. m 
and 5 i*. m. yesterday was 54° and 86°, with 
light northerly wind9 during the greater 
part of the day, and gentle southerly at 
night. The highest and lowest tempera­ 
ture was 91° and 54°, as against 94° and 
52° for the same date last year; the highest 
and lowest one vear ago to-day was 93° and 
54°.If the next two diys turn out to be 89 
hot as it was last vear, then there will be 
weeping and wailing and gnashing of teeth 
from our San Francisco visitors, for the 
heat one year ago on Wednesday and 
Thursday was 100° and 102° respectively. 
The jjighest and lowest at Red Bluff 
yesterday was 98° and 60°.

The following resolutions ordering work 
were passed : N street from Fifteenth to 
Nineteenth, Twelfth from F to G, and J 
from Fourteenth to Thirty first. 
It was ordered that the lease of the prop­ 
erty back of the City Jail be cancelled. 
The piece was leased from the railroad 
company, and was intended as a yard to be 
used by the chain-gang iu breaking rock. 
It was ordered that a new sidewalk be 
constructed in front of lot 2. in the block 
bounded by I and J, Seventh and Eighth 
streets. 
The matter of arranging a form for the 
issuing of the city bonds forstreetimprove- 
ment was ordered left in the hands of the 
Mayor, City Auditor and City Attorney. 
They are to report by Monday next. 
L.’C. Chandler was ordered to construct 
a stone sidewalk on the northeast corner of 
Fourth and P streets. 
The Board adj jurned.

There was a smell of powder in the air 
that pervaded Turner Hall yesterday, as 
the delegates to the County Democratic 
Convention began to pour in. 
Nobody seemed to know just what the 
trouble was going to be about, but still 
there was a general feeling that there was 
going to be some fun before the adjourn­ 
ment hour arrived. 
Before the time for calling the Conven­ 
tion to order was at hand, a number of 
Democratic politicians were to be seen 
dartiDg around among the fast-arriving 
delegates, and exhibiting to them a copy 
of the published call for the Convention. 
“See?” they would say to the button-holed 
delegate, “this call, according to the word­ 
ing of it, is only for the purpose of elect­ 
ing delegates to the State Convention and 
a new County Central Committee—there's 
nothing said about nominations for county 
officers. We must have another call.” 
*,Vhen the button-holers bad done with all 
the delegates, there wes a large majority in 
favor ot postponing the county nomina­ 
tions to some future date, ‘ for various 
reasons.” 
TH E BALL OPENS. 
M. J. Burke, Chairman of the County 
Central Committee, called the Convention 
to order, and as soon as order was ootaiDed 
appointed B. L. Morrison and H. R. Ab­ 
bott Sergeants at-Arms. Mr. Burke then 
stated that the first business in order was to 
select a temporary Chairman. 
Add C. Hinkson promptly placed in 
nomination R O. Cravens. 
There were no other nominations and 
Mr. Cravens was unanimously elected. 
Mr. Cravens, upon taking the chair, said 
it was always a pleasure to him to meet bis 
old Democratic friends, but this time, con­ 
sidering the bright prospecte of the party, 
it afforded him greater pleasure than ever 
to be with them, particularly as the Chair­ 
man of the County Convention. After re­ 
ferring to the irresistible strength of the 
men who were liable to be placed on the 
Democratic State ticket, and denouncing 
the tyrrany of 
Speaker Reed, he an- 
nonnced that nominations for Secretaries 
were in order. 
H. C. Ross, Jr., and P. M. Rocney were 
the only nominees, and, on motion, both 
were elected by acclamation. 
Robert Barnett proposed that the Chair, 
in order to facilitate matters, proceed at 
once to appoint a committee of five on Cre­ 
dentials, a committee of five on permanent 
organization, and a committee of five on 
platform and resolutions. 
The proposition was agreeable to the 
delegates assembled, and the Chairman, 
after due deliberation, appointed the com­ 
mittees as follows: 
Credentials—Robert Barnett, R. H. Sin­ 
gleton, Joseph Habn, P. Robinson and j. 
E. Givens. 
Permanent Organization—Add. C. H ink­ 
son, J. W. Orth, J. W. Hughes, George A. 
White and John Miller. 
Platform and Resolutions—Victor Hart­ 
ley, W. S. Manlove, Andrew Black, I. M. 
Smith and T. W. O’Neill. 
On motion, a recess of thirty minutes 
was then ordered, so that the committees 
might consult and draw up their reports. 


A BCGABOO FROM ELK GROVE. 
The committees retired and the delegates 
scattered about the neighborhood to amuse 
themselves as best they could. The Plat­ 
form and Organization Committees soon 
completed their labors, but the Committee 
on Credentials struck a large-sized snag 
and strung out the recess for over two 
Lours. It appeared that two delegations 
had reported from Elk Grove, or rather 
one from old Eik Grove and one from new 
Elk GroTe. Only one polling-place had 
been provided for by the Central Commit­ 
tee, and that was at plain, ordinary Elk 
Grove—no 
new 
or 
old 
about 
it. 
The Elk Grove Democrats established 
the 
voting 
place at new Elk Grove, 
and 
there were two 
tickets 
in the 
field, one being in favor of a certain 
candidate and the other being opposed 
to him. Before many votes were cast 
the regulars found that their ticket was 
being bea’en, so they deserted New Elk 
Grove, and going to Old Elk Grove estab­ 
lished a new polling-place, and elected 
their six delegates by the eight votes polled 
there. Meantime the balloting continued 
at New Elk Grove, the regularly appointed 
judges and inspectors remaining there. 
Thirty votes were polled there and the 
opposition ticket elected. 
Consequently when the two delegations 
reported to the Committee on Credentials 
the whole matter had to be investigated, 
and it took some little time. 
It was just 4 o'clock when the Chairman 
rapped the Convention to order and an­ 
nounced that the committees were ready 
to report.

NEW ELK GBOVITES NOT IN IT. 
The Eik Grove delegation recommended 
in the report of the committee to be seated, 
was the one elected at old Elk Grove. 
As soon as a motion was made to 
adopt the committee’s report, Gillis Doty, 
one of the new Elk Grove delegation, 
addressed 
the 
Convention. 
He 
first 
moved to amend, tbat the report of 
the committee, so far as it referred 
to the Elk Grove 
delegation, be not 
concurred in, and then proceeded to give 
the details of the primary at Elk Grove. 
He demanded tbat justice be done to the 
minoritv. and that 
his delegation be 
seated. ’ He said the election had b?en 
carried out lawfully and properly. The 
published call for the primary called for 
simplv Elk Grove. 
When Mr. Doty had concluded, Robert 
Barnett read the published call of the Cen­ 
tral Committee. It showed, to the sur­ 
prise of Mr. Doty, that the proper polls 
were at old Elk Grove. 
R. H. Singleton stated that he was one 
of the persons who went to the newspaper 
offices and had the call published, and 
knew that the original call was for “ old 
Eik Grove ” It had been changed after­ 
ward to simply “Elk Grove,” but not by 
authority of the Central Committee. 
Andrew Black moved to amend the 
amendment to the effect that both delega­ 
tions be seated. 
Anthony Green opposed this. He said if 
the old Eik Grove delegation was entitled 
to be seated it should be seated. If no», 
seat the other. He maintained that the 
new Elk Grove delegation was the proper 
one, and should be seated. 
Another delegate demanded information 
as to who authorized the change in the 
published call, and T. W. O’Neill explained 
tbat a majority of the Central Committee 
had authorized it. 
Thia was positively denied by Singleton 
and others. 
Mr. Black then withdrew his amend 
ment, and said he would leave the question 
to the Convention. 
Add C. Hinkson argued that the contro 
versv should be settled in favor of the old 
Elk Grove delegation. He had heard one 
of the new Eld Groveites arguing before 
the Committee on Credentials that the Sec 
retarv of the Central Committee had made 
the change In the advertised call. If this 
were so, it was done without authority from 
the Central Committee and therefore ille­ 
gal. 
Loud cries of “question” tilled the hall, 
and a dozen delegates were trying to ad­ 
dress the Convention. 
Foremost among 
those was Charles A. Jenkins, who became 
fairly livid with rage because he could not 
make himself heard. Finally he managed 
to get the floor, and proceeded to denounce 
the delegates for their rudeness in trying 
to choke him off. Then he denounced the 
Committee on Credentials for its report on 
the Elk Grove delegation. ‘ The tyranny of 
Czar Reed was nothing compared with that 
which the committee wonld have the Con­ 
vention do,” he spasmodically declared. 
I. M. Smith and 0. S. Flint also opposed 
the committee’s recommendation. 
Mr. 
Flint declared that the regularly appointed 
election officers had certified to the election 
of the new Elk Grove delegation, and that 
ought to settle it. 
There was great confusion for several 
minutes, about a dozen persons on each 
side of the question speaking at once. 
Chairman Cravens hammered frantically 
upon the desk with his cane, in a vain en 
deavor to obtain order. 
Finally everybody began to call for 
“question,” and “roll call,” and the Chair­ 
man seized the opportunity, refusing to 
recognize any more orators. 
Roll-call proceeded slowly. 
When it 
was over the tally-sheet showed 1181 votes 
against Do'y’s amendment and G14 in favor 
of it—virtually seating the old Elk Grove 
delegation. 
The formality of adopting the report of 
the Committee on Credentials was then 
gone through with. 
Delegate Doty and the other rejected del­ 
egates left the llall, accompanied by a num­ 
ber of other country delegates who were in 
sympathy with them. 


WHAT THEY INDORSE. 
When quiet was once more restored 
Chairman Cravens called upon the Com­ 
mittee on Platform and Resolutions to re­ 
port. The committee’s report was as fol­ 
lows : 
Resolved, The Democrats of Sacram ento county 
in Convention assembled reaffirm iheir devo­ 
tion to the principles of the Democratic party 
as expressed in the platform adopted at the Na­ 
tional Convention at St Louis in 18SS. 
Resolved. T hat we are in favor of toe free coin­ 
age of silver, the incorporation of the Austra­ 
lian ballot system into the laws of this State, 
and m aking the sam e applicable to al. elec­ 
tions. 
Hcsolccd. That we are in fa-'-or of reciprocity 
treaties witn all countries w ith which we have 
com m ercial relations, to the end tbat the widest 
m arket lor our products m ay be m aae accessi­ 
b le 
. 
Resolved, T hat we are unalterably opposed to 
the interferí nee of the General Governm ent in 
local elections, and we denounce the bill now 
[■ending in Congress, known as the force bill, as 
an unw arranted abuse of power, daugerous to 
the liberties of the people and tending to cen­ 
tralize power in the Federal Governm ent and 
m ake the civil authority subordinate to the 
m ilitary. 
There was no opposition to this report 
and it was adopted unanimously. 
It began to io:>k as if the war was over, 
and although (here was considerable noise 
and talking it was of a peaceful descrip­ 
tion. 
But the fates decreed that harmony’s 
reign should be brief. 


ANOTHER OUTBREAK. 
Chairman Cravens next called for the 
report of the Committee on Permanent Or­ 
ganization and Order of Business. 
It was 
as follows : 
Your Committee on Perm anent Organ’zatlon 
and Order of Business beg leave to subm it the 
fol owing re p o rt: 
Rind—That the tem porary officers be m ade the 
perm anent officers of this Convention 
.Second—That an assessment of SI be levied on 
each delegate and 81 for each proxy, and that 
no person shall be perm itted to vote in person 
or tiy proxy until such assessment is paid. 
Third—1 he order of business shall be : 
A. The election of eighteen delegates to the 
Democratic State Convention to be held at San 
Jose on the 19th instant, to be selected in the 
following m anner, v iz : Three delegates from 
the county »t large, and three delegates from 
each Supervisor D istrict: the Chairm an of the 
Convention to appoint a com m ittee of five dele- 
gales, to consist of one delegate from each Su­ 
pervisor District, who shall report the names of 
eighteen delegates to the Convention for its rat­ 
ification. in accordance w ith the above appor­ 
tionm ent, and tbat there shall be no proxy 
given by any delegate to the State Convention, 
but th at the m ajority of the deli gation shall 
cast the vote of the absentees. 
II. The selection of a County Central Com­ 
m ittee, to consist of fifteen members, to be se­ 
lected as follows : Five from the cotin’y at large 
and two from each Supervisor District, the 
com m ittee to select its own Chairm an. 
C. Your com m ittee deem it «dvisabie and 
therefore recom m end th at the nom ination of a 
county ticket at this tim e be referred back to 
the Convention for i s action. 
Owing to the noise a large majority of 
the delegates did not hear the report of the 
committee, but, presuming that it was all 
right, voted "aye" on its adoption. 
Chairman Craven9, in accordance with 
the recommendation of the committee ap­ 
pointed the following committee to nomi­ 
nate eighteen delegates to the State Con­ 
venticle M. J. Sullivan, J. F. Devine, 
Henry Dehn, W. H. Robinson and Charles 
Fry. 
“What's that committee for?” asked 
Anthony Green, innocently. 
"W hy,” said Chairman Cravens “you 
have just adopted a report here which says 
that the Chair shall appoint a committee of 
five to select delegates to the State Conven­ 
tion.” 
Wow! wow! The howl about the Elk 
Grove delegation sank into insignificance 
compared with that which greeted the 
Chairman’s explanation. - 
T. W. O'Neill. Anthony GreeD, I. M. 
Smith, and about a dozen others engaged 
in a terrible war-dunce in front of the plat­ 
form, and all talked at once. Now and 
then snch expressions a s ’ ‘Czar!” “ Ty­ 
ranny!” “ Buhdozery !’’ “Cowards!" etc.. 
echoed above the din. 
The Chairman 
drummed on his desk, but it only added to 
the confusion. 
F in a lly th e crow d became ex h au sted 
a n d 
th e 
C h a ir 
recognized Joseph W. 
H u g h es, who h ad been try in g to get th e 
floor d u rin g th e u p ro ar. 
M r. Hnghes said: 
Afr. Chairman: I have listened patiently to 
th e rem arks ol the gentlem en who have im ­ 
pugned the fairness of the m ajority of this Con­ 
vention, and it is my desire to call your atten­ 
tion to the fact that these same gentlem en are 
the p e n who, as members of the latte County 
Central Committee. Issued the call and made 
the apportionm eut ot delegates to this Conven­ 
* tinn; and I will call your attention to a few f«cts 
that will show you how fair they were. These 
are the gentlcm eu who save the same represen­ 
tation to the -econd -uperrisor District in this 
oouulv, w hich ca-t 992 votes for Mr. Cleveland ¡ 
at the la-t general election, th at they gave to | 
the 
firs t 
Supervisor 
District 
that 
cast j 
only 
Coi votes 
for Mr. Cleveland. 
These 
are the gm tlem en who gave to Folsom, in 
the 
countrv, 
where 
112 votes 
were e a s t! 
for Mr. Cleveland, only seven delegates and to 
Brighton, tnat cast 48 votes for Mr. Cleveland, a 


representation Of fix delegates. These are only 
a few instances of their fairness th at they 
would prate ot so m uch to us now. These are 
the gentlem en who divided the First Supervisor 
District o f this city into two precincts, giving to 
the one 12 votes and to the other 28 votes, w ith­ 
out regard to the Democratic votes of the last 
general election : and w ith regard to no fact, 
save their strength in each particular precinct. 
They came here w ith no argum ent against the 
position of the m ajority of this Convention, 
save their oitter invective and the loudness of 
voice w ith w hich they hurl it at us. They 
charge that the jp ajo rity of this 
Conven­ 
tion were 
e le c t* 
to their seats by be- 
punlican vates, and yet these same m en had 
hired at the second precinct in the F ir t Super­ 
visor Distr ct, not less ¡han thirteen Republican 
prize fight rs and ward strikers, for whose serv­ 
ices they paid from 65 to jaw per m an. 
They 
did not state to j ou th a t a num ber of their t an- 
didates ior delegates to th-s convention were 
well known Republican residents of this city. 
At the polling place w here I labored at the 
prim ary Mr. Ben Chambers, who was a candi­ 
date for Constable before the late Republican 
Convention, was (one of th eir most effective 
workers, and it required the united and earnest 
efforts ol my Democratic friends at th at pre­ 
cinct to c untcrbalauee his 1' fluence. 
My 
friends on the other side were loud in th eir 
condem nation oí ihe force bill, the rulings of 
Speaker Reed and our so-called unfairness but 
had they not best take the mote from their own 
eye before attem pting to p'.uek the beam iro n 
ours ? 
I tell you, gentlem en, th at for tim e immemo­ 
rial it has been the rule and the custom ot the 
Demi eratie party, in -¡electing delegates to a 
county or other Convention, to apportion the 
representation to th at brdy according to the 
Dem ocratic vote at the preceditg general elec­ 
tion; and, had my friends ou the other side 
apponioned the representation to this Conven­ 
tion in a lair, equitable and just m anner they 
m ight not to-day have felt Called upon to put 
on th eir hats and threaten to retire from this 
Convention. Trickery and jobbery in polities 
was ever a boom erang to he who indulged in 
it, and you, my recalcitrant friends, are but 
reaping w hat you have sown. The question of 
who 
should 
receive 
the 
support 
of 
the delegation from this county to the San 
Jose Convention was squarely and fairly sub 
m ittcd to the Democratic voters of this county at 
the prim ary held last Friday. By gerrym ander­ 
ing the corn ty, as you have done, the issue was 
clearly m ade and accepted and voted at the 
prim ary, and the result of it is plainly spoken 
in th e ’fact that you have only 50 odd votes as 
com pared to 140 odd votes held by my friends 
here ; and it thereby clearly appears who is the 
choice of the Democratic voters of this county, 
and we would be unfaithful and untrue to^ the 
constituency who sent us here if we perm itted 
you, alter the expression of this preference, to 
control the delegation to the State Convention. 
We w ill do more toward you than you have 
done to us; we will be perfectly fair. We will 
go to the State Convention in the interest of the 
Democratic party, upon which we all rely for 
the promotion and m aintenance of good gov­ 
ernm ent.

Mr. Hughes was interrupted frequently 
during his speech, hut stuck bravely to the 
task.
